The VOICE-OF-HIND 


Salaf's statements 


about Rawafid. 


The 

Rawafid are 

a group of the Shi’ah ex- 

tremists. They entered into Islam 

to corrupt the beliefs of the Muslimin and 

shake to their Iimān, and to enter doubts in the 

perfect Din, and to weaken the truthfulness of the 
Prophet (PBUH). 

Their religion stands on nifāq (hypocrisy). They were 
named with this name for their rejection (rafd) of Zayd 
ibn ‘Ali (RA) when he went to fight Hisham bin ‘Ab- 
dul-Mālik. So, his companions said to him, “Disavow 
from the Shaykhayn (Abu Bakr and ‘Umar) then we 
will be with you.” Thus, he said, “No, indeed I have loy- 
alty to them, and | disavow from whoever disavows 
from them.” They said, “Then we reject you (nar- 
faduk).” So, they were named the Rafidah. 

Following are some views of Salaf scholars regarding 
the beliefs and rulings of Rawafid: 

ʻAbdullāh ibn Ahmad said, “I said to my father: ‘Who 
are the Rāfidah? He replied, ‘The one who insults 
Abu Bakr and ‘Umar.” And this is something they are 
known by, and their truth is only that they reject Islam 
from its root (asl). And that their claim to Islam is like 
the claim of the Jews and the Christians to Ibrahim (AS) 
and Allah refuted them with His statement: “Ibrahim 
was neither a Jew nor a Christian, but he was one in- 
clining to the truth, a Muslim. And he was not one of 
the mushrikin.” 

Talhah ibn Musarrif (RA) said, “The women of the 
Rafidah are not married, and their sacrifice is not eat- 
en, because they are the people of apostasy” (ibn Bat- 
tah, Sharh as-Sunnah). 

Az-Zuhrt (RA) said, “I have not seen a people resem- 
bling the Christians more than the followers of [‘Ab- 
dullah ibn] Saba.” 

Ahmad ibn Yunus (RA) said, “They are the Rafidah” 
(al-Ajuri). 

Sulayman ibn Qarm ad-Dabrt said, “I was with ‘Ab- 
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dullah ibn al-Hasan ibn al-Hasan ibn ‘Alt ibn Abt Talib 
(RA) so he said, ‘Man, [may] Allah rectify your condi- 
tion, [are there] the people of our qiblah that we must 
testify on him with shirk?’ He said, “Yes, the Rafidah. | 
testify that they are mushrikun, and how can they not 
be mushrikin? If you ask them did the Prophet (PBUH) 
sin, they would say yes. And Allah forgave him what 
preceded of his sins and what follows. And if you say 
to him, did ‘Ali sin? They would say no. Thus, who- 
ever says that he has disbelieved’”” (ibn Battah, Sharh 
as-Sunnah). 

‘Abdullah ibn Mus’ab said, “Amir al-Mu’minin 
al-Mahdi said to me, ʻO Abu Bakr, what do you say 
about the one who belittles the companions of the 
Messenger of Allah (PBUH? I responded, ‘Zanadiqah 
(heretics)? He said, ‘I haven’t heard of this from any- 
one before you.’ | responded, ‘They want to belittle 
the Messenger of Allah, but they didn’t find anyone 
from the Ummah to follow them in that. So, they be- 
little them in the presence of their children, and them 
in the presence of their children. It is like they say: 
The Messenger of Allah (PBUH) kept evil companions. 
And what is more disgusting for a man than to take 
evil companions.’ So, he (Amir al-Mu’minin) said, ‘I 
don’t see it except like you said’” (Tarikh Baghdad). 

Al-Awza’l (RA) said, “Whoever insults Abu Bakr 
as-Siddiq (RA) has apostated from his din and his 
blood has become lawful” (ibn Battah, Sharh as-Sun- 
nah). 

Malik ibn Anas (RA) said, “Who- 
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(PBUH) except that his heart is 

resentful of the Muslimin” (ibn Battah, 
Sharh as-Sunnah). 

ʻAbdur-Rahmān ibn Mahdı (RA) said, “You don’t ex- 

amine a Rāfidī except that you find him a zindīq (her- 

etic)” (al-Lalakat). 

‘Abdur-Razzaq as-San’ani (RA) said, “The Rafidt is a 
kāfir” (As-Sīr). 

Muhammad ibn Yusuf al-Faryabī (RA) said, “I do 
not see the Rafidah and the Jahmiyyah except as 
AUE ELM (clo EELE 

Muhammad ibn Yusuf al-Faryabi (RA) said, “A man 
asked him about the one who insults Abū Bakr, and 
He said, ‘kāfir; then he (the man) asked, ‘Is he prayed 
over?’ He said, ‘No” (al-Khallal, Sharh as-Sunnah). 

Abū ‘Ubayd al-Qāsim ibn Salām (RA) said, “The Rā- 
fidi has no share in the fay or ghanimah (forms of 
war-booty). Because of Allah’s statement: ‘And those 
who came after them...” 

Abu ‘Ubayd said, “The Rafidah are habitual insult- 
ers. They have no right to the fay, because they are 
upon other than Islam” (al-Khallal, Sharh as-Sunnah).” 

Ahmad ibn Yūnus (RA) said, “We do not eat the sac- 
rifice of a Rāfidī. Indeed, according to me he is a mur- 
tadd” (al-Lalakai). 

Bishr ibn al-Harith (RA) said, “Whoever insults the 
companions of the Messenger of Allah (PBUH) then 
he is a kafir, even if he fasts, prays, and considers him- 
self from the Muslimin” (ibn Battah, Sharh as-Sun- 
nah). 

‘Abdullāh ibn Ahmad ibn Hanbal (RA) said, 
“Lasked my father (Ahmad ibn Hanbal) about 
a man who insults a man from 
the companions of the Prophet 
(PBUH), he said, ‘I do not seem 
him as being upon Islam’” (al- 
Khallal, Sharh as-Sunnah). 

Abu Bakr al-Marwazi (RA) said, “I asked Abu Ahmad 
ibn Hanbal (RA) about one who insults Abū Bakr and 
‘Umar and ‘Aishah; he said, ‘I do not see him as being 
upon Islām” (al-Khallāl, Sharh as-Sunnah). 

Ahmad ibn Hanbal (RA) said, “Whoever insults I fear 
upon him kufr, example being the Rawāfid.” Then he 
said, “Whoever insults the companions of the Proph- 
et (PBUH) we do not believe that he is included in the 
Din” (al-Khallal, Sharh as-Sunnah). 

Abū Muhammad ‘Abdur-Rahmān ibn Hātim (RA) 
said, “I asked my father and Abū Zar‘ah about the 
madhāhib of Ahlus-Sunnah in the foundation of the 
Din and what they know of the scholars in every cor- 
ner and what they believe regarding that; so they both 
said, ‘We know that the scholars from every corner — 
Hijaz, ‘Iraq, Sham, and Yemen - that their madhhab 
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is: that the Rafidah have rejected Islam’” (al-Lālakāī). 

Abu Zar‘ah (RA) said, “If you see a man belittling 
anyone from the companions of the Messenger of 
Allah (PBUH) then know that he is a zindiq. And that 
the Messenger (PBUH) with us is the truth, and the 
Qurān with us is the truth, and all the companions 
of the Messenger of Allāh (PBUH) did was convey to 
us this Qurān and the Sunnah, and all 
they (those belittling the companions) 
want to do is harm our witnesses to in- 
validate the Kitāb and the Sunnah, and 
criticizing them comes first, and they 
are zanādiqah” (al-Khatīb, Al-Kifayah fi \ 
‘Ilm). 

Muhammad ibn al-Husayn al-Ajuri (RA) said in Ash- 
Sharıʻah, “Indeed he has failed and lost the one who 
insults the companions of the Messenger of Allāh 
(PBUH) because he has conflicted with Allāh and His 
messenger and the right on him is to be cursed by 
Allāh almighty, His messenger, from the angels, and 
from every believer. Allāh will not accept anything at 
all from him, not an obligatory deed, nor a voluntary 
deed. He is disgraced in this world, the worst fate. 
Allahumma make graves be abundant amongst them 
(cause them to die), and clear away the roles they 
play.” 

Al-Qadi ‘lyad said in the book Ash-Shifa, when he 
mentioned the Rāfidah, “Indeed they have disbelieved 
from multiple angles, because they have invalidated 
the Shart'ah in its entirety.” 

Shaykhul-lIslam [ibn Taymiyyah] said in As-Sarim al- 
Maslul, “Whoever combines insulting him (a compan- 
ion) and making ‘Ali an object of worship, or that he 
was with the Prophet, and Jibril made a mistake in de- 
livering the Message, then there is no doubt from his 
kufr. Rather, there is no doubt in the one who refuses 
to make takfir of him.” 

And he himself (ibn Taymiyyah) said in Al-Masdar, 
“And whoever believes that they committed aposta- 
sy after the Messenger of Allah except a small group 
of them (12 individuals), or that in general they were 
evil-doers, then that is no doubt from his kufr. Be- 
cause he is denying what is contained in the Quran in 
its apparent meaning stating the pleasure [of Allah] 
with them and the praise [from Allah] upon them. 
Certainly, the one who doubts this kufr, then indeed 
his kufr has been made apparent.” 

Then he said, “And this kufr is known by necessity 
from the Din of Islam.” 

Al-Alust (RA) said in the book Sabb al- ‘Adhab, “What 
has been confirmed from the Rawafid today from 
proclaiming kufr of the companions who -from 
what they assume - concealed the 



















texts [of Quran], and for not giv- 
ing bay‘ah to ‘Ali, may Allah honor him, 
after the death of the Prophet (PBUH) like they 
gave bay‘ah to Abu Bakr, may Allah be pleased with 
him. And also, their proclaiming with some of them, 
and making lawful harming them, and rejecting the 
Khilafah of the rightly guided Khulafa and rushing to 
insult them and cursing them because of their pursuit 
to the fire like butterflies, is a testament of their dis- 
belief.” 

Muhammad ibn ‘Abdil-Wahhāb (RA) said in his book 
Ar-Radd ‘ala ar-Rāfidah, “Because they are kuffar, and 
he clarified they have disbelieved through different 
means. The people of the four madhāhib — from the 
Hanafiyyah, the Mālikiyyah, the Shāfiʻiyyah, and the 
Hanabilah — have all agreed on the statement describ- 
ing kufr due to that.” 

These are some of the statements of the Salaf of the 
Ummah and its scholars, so how about the one who 
says about them that the Shi‘ah are our brothers?! 
And this is merely from his lack of knowledge in the 
Din of Islam and what Sayyid al-Anām (master of the 
creatures) came with. Thus, these Rāfidah are enemies 
of the Millah and a means to divide the Ummah. Their 
religion promotes the worshipping of graves and awliyā 
and on making the forbidden things permissible such 
as the “furuj” and other than that. 

Look at that in the scene that is found at the grave 
of Al ibn Müūsā ar-Ridā in the mushrik state of Iran, 
and what is mentioned therein of blatant shirk from 
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the practice of istighāthah (seeking deliverance), du‘a 
(supplication), dhabh (sacrifice), sujud (prostration), 
and shaving (or cutting) the heads, and other than that. 

Look at the grave of Khumayni, the destroyed. They 
have built over him buildings and a dome which cost 
them the equivalent of the budget of a state, even with 
the presence of poverty and unemployment, and [look 
towards] the rest of what is with them of worships. 

Look at Qatf, Sayhāt, and Ihsā, and oth- . 
er than them, from the areas of the Rafi- 
dah on the day of Ashūrā, and what they 
proclaim from istighāthah with Husayn, 
Fatimah, and ‘Ali (RA). Therefore, what is 
after this kufr from kufr?! Their men, women, general 
masses, and their scholars are thereby all kuffār. With 
regards to them it is obligatory to have enmity and have 
disavowal from them and warn the people from them. 
There is nothing for them except the sword or Islam. 
While most people are fooled by them because of their 
nice behaviour and their taqiyyah (lying — to cover their 
beliefs); they are a problematic and deceptive group. 
Their lands are numerous. From them is the mushrik 
state of Iran, the east coast of the [Arabian] Peninsula, 
‘Iraq, a portion of the city of the Messenger of Allah 
(PBUH), Najran, and elsewhere. 

Allah is sufficient for the Muslimin against their evils, 
and [may] Allāh send on them calamities and punish- 
ments, and may Allāh rid the land and the people of 
them. And may the salāh and salām [of Allāh] be upon 
our prophet Muhammad (PBUH). 
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
